English speaking countries. There 
is always plenty of work for those 
who conduct tliemselves properly, 
and if any are out of worTt for any 
length of time it is their own fault, 
for there is evci a demand for good, 
. Iv compositors. But, hefore 
allowed to learn this trade he 
should have a good command of 
Bnglish or show adaptability to 
learn and improve, for the trade re- 
quires intelligence and ability to 
rapidly comprehend writing and to 
punctuate correctly. Still there are 
many of but mediocre education able 
to hold theii positions in book offices 
when- th. ,s mostly re- 

print oi type-written. 

.Some of flic trades now taught in 
some schools are not only useless 
hut a waste of time. They may 
give the pupils habits of industry, 
but when they leave school they 
find themselves unable to pur 
sue the trade hrcause of new and 
improved machinery. Where tailor 
ing, so called, is taught, it consists 
mostly of plain sewing and pressing, 
and there is an army able to do this 
kind of work, so that the wages 
cordingly small. The pupils 

should he taught cutting by a first 
utter, for the best money is in 
this pari of the trade. Likewise with 
shoemaking. So far as I have ob- 
ed, only cobbling is now taught, 
and the making of boys' heavy 
shoes. Lasting, and above all, 
cutting, should he taught, and L- 
first class and experienced man. 
Drawing and painting are all 
for the girls, but there is littl. 
for men. The right thing to teach 
them is plain painting, sign-paint- 
ing and lettering, and decorative 
and fresco painting.

Mr. B, A. Hodgson said that the 
ideas on trades teaehini' were all 
light lo a Certain way, hut were not 
practical. There would not. ho 
money enough in the State to keep 
hillf-a-do/.en deaf hoys busy cutting 
expensive cloth or leather, and if 
they did not waste any material, 
there would not he enough pupils* 
in the shop to manufacture the 
garments. The Institutions could 
not mannfaoture weiring apparel 
on a huge scale, as there would he 

no markel for it. At least, the 

trades unions would make a "big 
howl " if goods manufactured a! 
the institutions were sold to out. 
siders. The aim of institutions was 
not to give a big variety of trades, 
hut to train the eye and hand to 
accuracy and skill, which would he 
useful in a long list of occupations. 
Carpentry was a trade which en- 
abled a skilled graduate to succeed 
and make good wages in ten or 
fifteen Othei trades In regard to 
drawing and painting, the object 
was not to turn out artists, hut to 
educate the taste, to train the eye 
. and the hand to reproduce. 
A knowledge <>f drawing was of 
value in any number of occupa- 
tions. And at the New York Insti 
tntion, fresco and Sign painting had 
been taught for some time 

Mr. A. I.. Paeh referred to the 
old members of the Association as 

its hiickhone. Me said there were 
many 1 1 ades that the deaf could 
■ > in, and mentioned mechan- 
ical dentistry as One. 

Mr. John II Geary said lhal 
educational topics were no 
good at Conventions, and some- 
thing that would come into the 
daily lives of people should he 
brought up and discussed. How to 

teach, should he loft to the teach 

Conventions of the deaf 

should be for and about the people, 
and not the Institutions.

They also attended every 
convention of the National Associa- 
tion since its inception a quarter of 
a century ago. This association 
has live hundred members and the 
teachers are its mainstay. This 
talk by one or two mischief makers, 
that the graduates should throw 
off the yoke and he no longer domi- 
nated by teachers, is all nonsense. 
Then is no reason why both teach- 
er and graduate should not be on 
an equal footing at conventions. 
And they are on an equal footing, 
and have equal rights and privi- 
leges. Our main effort should he 
10 make the Association an educa- 
tional vehicle for the general pub- 
lic 

Mr. .1. 11 Eddy spoke upon the 
trades- Instruction. The schools 
were doing a good work in that, 
direction, He emphasized some of 
the points made by Mr. Hodgson, 
and said he agreed with him. 

President l.ounshury made a 
brief explanation of the paragraph 
hi his address which related to 

trades teaching.
